of our untiring efforts have been all of a sudden reduced to 


nothings ~ I a prefoundly distressed to think of the future of 


the naticn. 

In this eituavion, it is most earnestly desired that arbi- 
trary actions of ths military should be interdicted so es to make 
the will of tne State enenate solely through the channel of the 
invebaatst thant irresponsible and disadvantagéous propaganda of 
the militery circics cjoula be stopped; end thet, making its 
stand clear, the Government should reestablish political leader~ 
ehip. 


2. No sooner has the Chinese side found, the seriousness of 


the situation than it has as ysual decided upon tactics of non- 


resistance, so far as mizitary actions are concerned, and has 


adopted all possible counter-measures short of military actions. 


Not only the unified leadership of the Party and the Government, 

but also all the anti-Japanese organizations which have already 

been well trained have begun their activities. Economic boycott 
may be less abominable, but in my opinion, the students of the 

whole country, who did not move at the time of the unrest in 

Korea, may be active and will wield most serious influences, end 
anti-Japancse feeling will be brought to a higher pitch then at 

the time when it was instigated by the so-called Twenty-One Demands,
